Low temperatures ranged from 31.5 degrees Fahrenheit at Winslow to 47.4 degrees Fahrenheit at Stuttgart. Highs ranged from 54.0 

degrees Fahrenheit at Winslow to 74.6 degrees Fahrenheit at Stuttgart. Precipitation was light throughout the state, with the highest 

concentration occurring in the east central part of the state with an average of 0.67 inches.
